Risen From the Sea. 
Geologists have collected in Barba 
does and other islands in that region 


some curious information, which they | 


publish as evidence that during the 
pliocene period, when man is sup 
posed to hnve made his advent, the 
whole of the Caribbean region was 
deeply submerged. They found plen 
ity of earths not only in Barbadoes, 
but also in Jamaica and Cuba, which 
contain great quantities of the re- 
mains of radiolaria. At present no 
radiolarian ooze is found on the floor 
of the Caribbean sea, although the 
greater part of the sea is more than 
12,000 feet deep. 

These earths must of course have 
been deposited in the depths of the 
sea, and it is inferred that in the 
course of time they were raised thou 
sands of feet until they became a 
part of the land surface. Mr. Jukes 
Browne and Professor Harrison think 
that the oceanic deposits of Barba 

does were formed ata depth of 12,000 
to 18,000 feet below the sea level

Outpost Daty In the Russian Army. 

In the German army every soldier 15 
taught to act intellizently on outpost 
service and in scouting operations, and 
this is not too much to require in a coun- 
try where every soldier reads and writes 
and can readily understand a map and 
compass. In Russia, however, where 
nine-tenths of the people cannot read or 
write and have lost the faculty of think- 
ing consecutively, the army cannot teach 
the soldier much more than to move as 
withamachine. In order to havea force 
of good men for picket work and ad- 
vance skirmishing they have adopted 
this plan: 

Each company sends four of its most 
intelligent men toa select body called 
the scouting corps, and as the Russian 
regiment has four battalions, with four 
companies each, that gives a regimental 
scout force of 64. This service is very 
popular, for it is full of variety, and 
thongh the hardship is great the food is 
good, for hunting and fishing are in the 
programme. The men are practiced in 
every kind of woodcraft and are expect- 
ed to develop as much ingenuity and 
self reliance as an Indian scout in our 
service. They must sail, row, swim, 
climb, find their way by map and com- 
enemy's lines, 
procure every variety of information 
and escape capture at all 
Poultney Bigelow in Harper's.

They are generally used in the form of 
plasters or ointment, and in cases of vio- 
lent visceral inflammation their exter- 
nab use can scarcely be supplied by any 
ether medicine. Tons of these insects 
are yearly imported, principally from

The “raising” of ore and the manufac- 
ture of iron therefrom was the leading Residence 3 Fur lee. 


industry of south Jersey during the early 
part of this century. Charcoal was the 
fuel used and coalings were common 
throughout the “Pines.” An active coal- 
ing is now seldom seen. Shells were 
hauled by wagon or rowed and poled by 
scow from the seashore for a flux, the 
oyster then being of more value for ‘that 
purpose than for food. Better oysters 
could be picked from those shell heaps 
than can be bought at the stands today. 

Ina memorandum kept by the “mas- 
ter ore raiser” for one of the largest fur- 
haces there are many interesting notices 
of large quantities of clams and rum 
bought and sold, but the oyster is never 
mentioned. These account books were 
decorated with the pictures of soldiers 
and warships, showing well the prevail- 
ing thought of those days.—John Gif-

The Eggs In Birds’ Nests, 

The loon or great northern diver al- 
ways deposits two eggs. They are al- 
most perfectly elliptical in shape and lie 
side by side. The S are invariably 
found at over three-fifths of the aistance 
from the front edge of the nest depres- 
sion—that is, at about two-fifths of the 
long diameter from the rear end of the 
elongated hollow or nest proper. From 
the position of the eggs one can tell how 
the bird sits on the nest, as we may rea- 
son that with these long bodied birds 
the abdomen, which supplies the direct 
heat, is well back from the front of the 
hollow. This theory is verified by watch- 
ing the incubating bird.

with in the case of the tame bird, not 
rarely with the result that one of the 
eggs does not hatch.—Dr, Morris Gibbs 
in Science. 


The Popularity of the Pink. 

Since 1860 the carnation has been rap- 
idly forcing itself into an important 
place in the flower trade. Nearly 4,000 
florists are engaged either wholly or in 
part in growing this plant, and it is esti- 
mated that fully 200,000,000 blooms were 
sold last year, yielding over $1,000,000 to 
the growers. It is called “the flower of 
the multitude.” It was originally found 
in France, Italy, Austria and northwest 
India. When introduced into England, 
it was a single flower, having five petals 
of a light pink shade, or flesh color, which 
fact conferred the name carnation. Un- 
der the influence of English soil, climate 
and culture, the color deepened and the 
flowers were called pinks.—Exchange.

In the reports of a white missionary 


among the Indians appears the foll owing 
quaint narration of a legend which had 
been handed down through generations 
of the Wampanoags, a warlike tribe of 
great power and prosperity in thoss days 
of his peaceful ministrations among them: 

~[ trust your reverence will not deem 
it trivial in me (but rather a manifesta- 
tion of my zeal that your reverence will 
have an understanding of these strange 
people) if I relate a curious legend cher- 
ished by these simple savages. It goes 
to the following effect: 

“Upon the death of a great chief in 
battle his squaw gave birth to @ blind 
son, whom, when he had come into man- 
hood, the young men of the tribe took 
away into a distant forest and left there 
to perish, believing that by reason of his 
blindness and his total lack of skill as a 
hunter he must perish, for to what they 
supposed had been a curse sent upon hima 
in the form of blindness they agcribed 
the dire sufferings of the tribe and the 
imminence of its extinction. Weil, it is 
related that the tribe, some time after 
the supposed death of the blind chief, 
mustered its energies for a final resist- 
ance against the Nahigonsiks, its ancient 
enemies, who, finding that the newly 
elected chief of the Wampanoags was 
merely a loud braggart, without the true 
metal of a great warrior in him,- deter- 
mined to fall upon the feeble Warzapano- 
ags and sweep them from the earth.

within him, to the end that the slight 
cause which had held his vision »n abey- 
ance had been removed, but upon this 
matter your reverence, with superior wis- 
dom, may be able to pass a more intelli- 
gent opinion. It ismy function solely to 
report affairs as | have heard them, and 
in this pursuit I report the following: 

“The Wampanoags recognized in this 
strange comer the spirit of Chikkatabac, 
the blind young chief; you and I, your 
reverence, recognized in him Chikkata- 
bac himself with sight restored. Be that 
as it may, his superior presence, the 
calm majesty of his bearing, the intinite- 
ly sad earnestness of his glance and the 
superb daring of his movement inspired 
the Wampanoags with an almost for- 
gotten courage, to the end that they fol- 
lowed their strange leader, despite the 
frantic warnings of their newly elected 
chief, and moved to extraordinary dar 
ing flung themselves upon the enemy 
with incredible ferocity. 

‘Foremost in all their bloody enter 
prises was the new leader, his great 
frame towering above all others, his club 
swinging with deadly regularity and 
etushing out the lives of hapless Nahi 
gonsiks with every blow, and his clear 
voice ringing far above the din of strife, 
crying, ‘For your lives and your chil 
dren, my countrymen.’ Your reverence, 
I trust you will not think I am too deep- 
ly stirred by this narration. I give the 
legend merely as it has been told to me. 

“It is related that the Wampanoags 
carried the field and won the day, and 
that this was but the beginning of a 
series of victories which restored them 
to their original glory and sent the Na 
higonsiks into another part of the world 
That which more directly concerns this 
legend is a matter of simple record. The 
new chief, it is said, after placing his 
tribe upon the old footing by means of 
numerous valorous battles—maintain- 
ing always the extraordinary reticence 
and solitude which followed his advent 
among his people—kept apart an‘ silent 
until all had been finished.

In British Honduras. 

Pritish Honduras is a crown colony, 
and of its 30,000 population there are 
about 300 whites, m: ainly English. There 
is an American ¢ olony of about 20 people 
at Toledo engaged in sugar growing and 
rum making. They are mainly from 
Kentucky, and it is a prosperous colony. 
The country is healthful for a tropical 
country, and there has not beena case of 
yellow fever in several years. The prin- 
cipal product is mahogany, and it will 
be years before the forests are & -xhausted. 
Gre at quantities of logwood are also 

hipped to Europe. We ship only ba- 
nanas and plantains to the United States, 
shipping last year 728,000 bunches of ba- 
nanas to New Orleans. The great prob- 
lem with us is labor, and we import na- 
tives from the West Indies. 

We need immigration, and Sir Alfred 
Maloney, the governor, is a very pro- 
cressive man and is doing much to bring 
us to the notice of the world. We have 
no railroads beyond a tramway drawn 
by mules, penetrating the plantations 
for about six miles. There is not a tele- 
graph instrument or line in the province | 
and only a short telephone line between 
government buildings. We have no 
inoney of our own, but use the silver of 
surrounding republics, which is so de-} 
preciated that $5 in American money is 
to 88.60 of the mogey in aac

FR must es ay been early in the fif- 
ties that a wonderful steamboat race 
took place on the Missouri.

Ward's Hollow the boats raced, some 
times being foreed almost to the 
| grazing point by the narrowness of 
the channel. 

Twilight found but little change in 
| the relative positions of the boats. If

Effect of the Earth's Motion on Big Shot. 

That the earth's motion has an appre- 
ciable effect upon artillery tire, deflect- 
ing the projectile from a straight course, 
may be news to many and as such would 
probably seem a novel notion. It has. 
and the exact nature and extent of the 
effect is an important point of study 
with artillery experts. An English army 


expert told of the results of many inter- | 


esting experiments along this line ina 
paper read before the Royal Artillery 
institution. Firing from north to south 
there is a divergence of projectiles to the 
left, due to the earth’s rotation, and fir- 
ing due north the divergence is to the 
right. The extent of the ‘pull’ varies 
at different points of the earth's su-face 
and with projectiles fired at diferent 
speeds and elevations. In England a de- 
flection of five inches is found to occur 
with the projectile of a 12 pounder in # 
4,000 yard range.—New York Sun.

THE VIRGIN OF PALERMO. 


2 Relic of st. Rosalie, Who Saved a City 
From Plague, Received Lo Brooklyn. 
The Rev. Joachim Garofalo of the 

-hureh of st. Michael Archangel, Brook 

lyn, recently receged a relic of St. Ro- 

salle, patron saint of Palermo, Italy. 

‘Italians this relic has a peculiar 

tignificance. St. Rosalie was a beauti- 

ful young woman, daughter of Prince 

Simbaldi, a descendant of Charles the 

Hreat. While yet a young girl she re- 

tired to a cave on Mount Pelligrino, sub- 

fisting On grasses and herbs until her 

death on Sept. 4, 1160, 

That which endeared the saint to Ital 
fans was her instrumentality in saving 
the population from cholera that raged 
in its most virulent form in Palermo 
and the adjoining country in 1625. St. 
sosahe, as a beautiful young woman, 
ippesred to a citizen and told where her 
body eauld be found. The archbishop 
gathered the clergy about him, repaired 
to the cave and found the body accord- 
ing to the instructions in the vision. 
With religious pomp the body was taken 
to Palermo, and as it was carried through 
the streets those dying of cholera were 
restored to health. All who looked upon 
the remains were cured, and the scourge 
was driven from the city 

A church has since been built on the 
mountain on the site of the cave and 
closing it. Back of the altar in a silver 
case can be seen the head of the **Vurgin 
of Palermo.” The remainder of the body 
is in a silver casket in the cathedral at 
Palermo, the latter place being the cca 
of the Sicilians. Many and marvelous 
m resulted through the 
agency of these relics, 

The relic now in Brooklyn, with au- 
thentic papers, was sent by Cardinal 
Alesia, archbishop of Palermo, through 
Commendatore D, Lorenz Merlino, gen- 
retary and director of the central 
oftice of the uew Society of St. Michael 
Archangel, founded recently in Palermo 
for the protection of the Italians of the 
south who came to America, Bishop 
Me Donuell of Brooklyn, having examined 
the authenticity of St. Rosalie’s 
erante d peruiission to expose it for pub- 
lic veneration, 

The erelic consists of several similar 
pieces of bone grouped together, and al- 
together not making a lump as lar 
the thumb nail. It is inclosed in a silver 
elliptical case, and this is set in a solid

NOCTURNAL ANIMALS, 


Their Deficiency In Color Made Up by Pro- 
ficiency In Sound. 

It is noteworthy that in almost 
every race and climate the colors of 
nocturnal animals are dingier and 
gloomier than those of their diurnal 
allies and representatives. This dif- 
ference is due of course to sexual se- 
lection, which cannot exert itself 
upon colors or spots in the darkness. 
The butterflies, for example, are beau 
tifully arrayed. Their night flying 
cousins, the moths, are dull gray or 
whitish. 

Day birds are often decked in bril 
liant hues, like pheasants, toucans, 
macaws and sun birds. The owls 
and nightjars, on the contrary, are 
dull and inconspicuous. Our Eng 
lish swift is just an aberrant hum- 
ming bird, who has taken to hawk 
ing flies in the northern twilight and 
grown black accordingly. Most par 
rots come forth gorgeous ip red, blue 
and yellow, but the nocturnal New 
Zealand owl parrot, whose name 
sufficiently proclaims his skulking 
nature, has acquired a coat of dingy 
gray green, exceedingly like that of 
many owls and goatsuckers, and so 
on throughout. A creatureso brightly 
colored as the blue faced mandril, or 
the great bird of paradise, 1s always 
sure to display his fine feathers or 
brilliant decorations to his observant 
mute in full flood of sunshine, while, 
conversely, bight roamers hke bats 
and ratels and wombats and 
Iways remarkable for their un 
obtrusive coloration
